Harding Proposes Legisla- 


tion Giving Secretary 


Of Treasury Full 


Authority 


WASHINGTON, D. C._Legisla- 


tion granting the secretary of the 
treasury unlimited authority to ar- 
range for the refunding of loans 
made to the allied governments dur- 
ing the war, as well e.3 other obli- 
gations growing out of the war, was 
proposed on Thursday by President 
Harding in a communication to ben, 
Penrose of the senate finance com- 


The" president enclosed a letter 


prepared by Secty. Mellon outlining 
the .status of the foreign obligations, 
which showed a grand total of $10,- 
141 207,585, of which $9,435,225,329 
represented obligations for advances 
made under Liberty bond acts. Ob- 
ligations on account of the sale of 
surplus war materials,, obligations 
received from the American relief 
administration and those held by 
the U. S. Grain corporation made up 
the grand total. 


In his letter Mr. Mellon intimated 


that payment of principal or inter- 
est by the foreign governments at 
this time seemed impossible, and 
that doubt as to the authority of the 
secretary of the treasury to arrange 
for refunding made it difficult to 
formulate a plan that would best 
protect the interests of thfs nation. 
He felt the only satisfactory way 
would be to give the secretary of the 
;reasury, with the approval of the 
president, unrestrained authority to 
work out the problem. 


Soon after the receipt of the let- 


ter Sen. Penrose introduced a bill 
in the senate which would grant tho 
authority requested, and announced 
that hearings would be begun on 
Wednesday, at which Mellori would 
explain his plans in detail. ' Sen. 
Penrose expressed belief' that the 
legislation would be granted with- 
out serious opposition, but this op- 
inion was not shared by all mem- 
bers of congress.
